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1. A stable protein preparation, wherein the preparation comprises one or 
more stabilisers selected from the group consisting of non-polar and 
basic amino acids and wherein the preparation has a pH of 4.2 to 5.4.

18. A method of stabilising protein preparations, in particular 
immunoglobulin preparations, comprising providing an aqueous 

30 protein solution, and adding one or more stabilisers selected from the 

group consisting of basic and non-polar amino acids, wherein the pH of 
the solution is adjusted to a pH of about 4.2 to 5.4. 
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19. The method of claim 18, wherein the stabiliser is selected from the 
group consisting of histidine, arginine, lysine, ornithine, isoleucine, . 
valine, methionine and proline. 

20. The method of claim 1 8 or 19, wherein the pH is adjusted to 4.8. 

. 21. The method of any one of claims 18 to 20, wherein the final stabiliser 
concentration is adjusted to 0.2 to 0.4 M. 
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
